The quotation marks with 
which your correspondent de- 
eora the “research” made 
by us in order to reduce the 
noise of motors were entirely 
superfluous. 

This research was indeed 
carried out, and resulted in 
practical improvements be- 
ing made in the various mo- 
tors and their exhaust pipes. 
This research was not, how- 
ever, made with regard to 
motors of buses which do not 
require it, and your corres- 
pondent apparently refers to 
th ese. 

The. majority of the buses 
working in Ha ta are of the 
Leyland Tiger type, which is 
considered the most up-to- 
date motor, and quiet. It is 
clear that the volume 
noise made by a motor varies 
with the speed of the bus. 
Since Haifa, the beavtiful, is 
endowed with s ascents, 
buses there must often travel 
at low speeds. The powerful 
engines required for these 
steep ascents are bound to 
make some noise.
